—-— 

ROYAL GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY OF CORNWALL. 
The following account of the late annual meeting of the Geological Society of Corn- 
wall, which we extract from the Cornwall Gazette, will be read with interest, as 
_ showing the flourishing state of this valuable and highly respectable Association. 

The twenty-fourth annual meeting of this society took place on Mon- 
@ay, the 16th inst., at Penzance. The attendance was unusually nume- 
fous, comprising most of the distinguished inhabitants of the west, among 
whom. we observed Sir Charles Lemon, Bart., M.P., W. T. Praed, J. S. 
Enys, Davies Gilbert, G. C. Fox, F.G.S., James Halse, M.P., W. Bo- 
dithe, T. S. Bolitho, R: W. Fox, Richard Davey, Seymour Tremenheere, 
Day Le Grice, J. N. R. Millett, H. M‘Lauchlan, F.G.S., Joseph Carne, 
John Scobell, and Richard Hocking, Esquires. The Reverends Canon 
Rogers, C. V. Le Grice, John Punnett, H. Penneck, &c. Among the 
p-actical men present were Captains Lean, William Richards, and Pethe- 
rick, and Messrs. Rule, Henwood, Higgs, and Jordan. 

. The chair was taken by Davies Gilbert, Esq , D.C.L., F.R.S, &c., the 
President of the Society, who opened the business of the meeting by pre- 
senting to the Society a copy of Hals and Tonkin’s Parochial History of 
Cornwall, of which he had superintended the publication, and by reading 
from the work several interesting extracts relating to the geology of the 


county. 
The following report was then read by the secretary :— 
TWENTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL, 

The council, in presenting their twenty-fourth annual report, feel called on, 
before every other circumstance, to notice the loss which the soeiety has sus- 
tained by the death of their illustrous and Royal Patron, King William the 
Fourth, who graciously took it under his protection and patronage, and 
was pleased to bestow on it an annual donation of twenty pouads; and to 
record with grateful acknowledgment that her Majesty, the Queen Victoria, 
has munificently signified her intention of continuing the same bountiful 
support. 

The labours of the society, during the past year, have principally had re- 
ference to the organic remains which have been found in different parts of the 
eounty. For, although their existerce in one or two insulated spots was 
‘well-known, no suspicion was entertained of their occurrence ia so many lo- 
ealities, and in such abundance. 

This year has also witnessed the completion of an object which was one of 
the chief desiderata at the institation of this society. The valuable re- 
searches of many of its members, and of Dr. Boase in particular, had given 
us a good general outline of the geology of Cornwall, and accurate details of 
many parts of it; but the labours of Mr. De la Beche, under the directions 
of the Board of Ordnance, have at length brought to perfection a Geological 
Map of the County, executed with the accuracy for which that eminent geo- 
logist is so distinguished. This, and a book of reference, are now in a for- 
ward state, and they are to appear early in the ensuing spring. 

Although the Society cannot claim this useful and important work as its 
own labour, it does not the less heartily greet its appearance, and rejoice in 
fits accomplishment. 

Mr. Henwood’s survey of the mines is also completed, and the various 
particulars of it which have been from time to time brought before the society, 
with Dr. Boase’s Memoir on the Diluvium of Cornwall, and other commu- 
Bications, will appear in a fifth volume of Transactions, now about to be put 
to press, and which will be published in the couise of the next year. 

The donations to the Museum have been of great value and importance, 
particularly an extensive suite of the Silurian rocks of Murchison, by Mrs. 
Stackhouse Acton ; of organie remains of the Elephant, Rhinoceros, and 
other mammalia from the Sub-Himalayan mountains, by Lieut. Tremen- 
heere, of the Bengal engineers ; and of the organic remains in the slates of 
our own county, by Mr, M‘Lauchlan ; of the Ordnance survey, by Mr. 
Peach, officer in the Preventive service at Gorran ; and by the Curator. 

For the reception of these aad other donations more accommodation is re- 
quired, and the council propose to obtain it by the enlargement of the pre- 
sent cases, and the addition of a new one, 

It being thought that the annual publication of parers read, or of abstracts 
of them, would induce more extensive communications to the society, the 
council have directed the secretary to take the requisite steps, and this will 
be done for all such as may be presented in the ensuing year. 

They cannot close their report without alluding to the loss which the so- 
fiety has sustained by the removal of Dr. Boase, who for many years dis- 
eharged the duties of secretary with so much honour to himse)f and advan- 
tage to the society. W. J. Henwoop.

SHEFFIELD AND MANCHESTER RAILWAY. 
The first general meeting of shareholders under the provisions of the 
Act of Parliament, took place on Monday last, at the Cutlers’ Hall, Shel- 
field, which was very numerously attended. 

Lord Wuaancuirre in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, 
Mr. T. A. Warp, the secretary, read the report, which stated the ori- 
ginal estimate was one million, but this sum had been reduced by the 
abandonment of the branch to Ashton-under-Lyne ; by terminating the 
Sheffield end in the nursery, instead of the cattle market; and by the 
Manchester end finishing in Chancery-lane instead of Store-street.~ They 
had made errangements to continue this line to the centre of the town of 
Manchester. Itwas now proposed to make the tunnel for a single line of 
rails only ; by these alterations the estimated expense had been reduced 
to 700,0007. The report then stated the expenses that had been paid to 
the 14th instant, to be 29,106/. 8s. 10d., the particulars of which were 
given ; and it was shewn that 11,3262 4s. 5d., beside the bankers’ inte- 
rest from the 31st of December last, still remains in hand. After some 
observations on the railway from the East and Midland Counties, it stated 
that the gross revenue would not fall short of the sum originally calculated. 
This important fact was particularly noticed, that the line was entirely free 
from competition either by other railways or water carriage. The Liver 
pool and Manchester Railway suffered great competition from water con- 
veyance, but the whole traffic ofthe country must pass on this railway, 
and it must be borne in mind that the questionSis not as to this line and 
another, but this line or none. 
The CHatrman thought it right to address a few words to the meeting 
—From the first appointment of the provisional committee it had been 
agreed that their proceedings should be open, and that every one should 
have a right to know what was taking place, in order that they might be 
subject to censure if wrong, or applause if otherwise. He had never seen 
a set of gentlemen meet together where there was so great an absence of 
selfish feeling, nor where a greater desire prevailed to do their duty, those 
were the principles on which their committee had determined to act.

Birmingham, whose almost perfect means 
of communication gave it a great advantage, was not satisfied, but had 
their railway projects to Mauchester and to London, The first object of 
their project was to benefit the trade—to be useful to their merchants— 
and consequently to the manufacturers, by facilitating the transmission of 
their goods for America, and by i ing the supply of coal to their ma 
nufactories. Between Sheffield and Manchester was a of mou

The question was, whether the town could be benefitted by the railway? 
If so, this was the only line that could be adopted. The only other rail- 
way communication must be by the Sheffield and , the North 
Midland, and the Leeds and Manchester, which would be double the dis- 
tance.

Mr. Vienotes replied, and pointed out several incorrect conclusions 
that Mr. Morton had come to, particularly with respect to the area of the 
tunnel which he pronounced to be only one-third so much as had been 
stated. 

It was ultimately resolved that the meeting should adjourn till the first 
Wednesday in February, and that in the meantime no calls should be 
made, nor any further expenses incurred in carrying the Act into execution.

Russian Rar_roap.—We learn from a private letter, that the first 
public trial of the iron railroad to Zarsko Selo was made on the 7th inst. 
itis five wersts in length, and begins-in the midst of the city, near the 
church and parade of the Semenow regiment of the guards. The ave- 
rage of the trains was twelve a day, and the number of passengers in five 
days amounted to 16,213. The receipts were 21,255 rubles. Tite 
number of passengers increased progressively from the first day. ‘Theprice 
of two and a half rubles for seats in the first and second carriages is con- 
sidered to be much too high for such ashort distance. A trial of the two 
engines lately received from England had been made, and though but @ 
short notice was given, and only to the police, many thousand persons 
had collected to see this novel sight. Many persons crossed themselves 
at the sight of these gigantic machines, as if they had been demons. 

Great Western Rartway.—The works in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of this town proceed very rapidly; the piers of the bridge over the 
mouth of the Kennet are nearly completed, the steam-engine removed to 
commence the dams for another bridge at the entrance of the King’s 
Meadow, and the embankment now reaches nearly‘half-way across the Iat- 
ter: it is ramoured that the line from Maidenhead to London will Be 
opened at the commencement of next month, and that a Reading coach 
proprietor has contracted to convey passengers from this town to the start- 
ing point of the litie in one hour and ten minutes.—Reading Mercury. 

Lonpon anp Bricuton Raitway.—The directors of this company 
are taking sueh measures as will enable them to place before the proprie- 
tors the most satisfactery evidences of the ultimate prospects of the un- 
dertaking, conceiving the quiet prosecution of their important duties 
more conducive to the general interests of the company than entering 
upon a paper war with jealous and disappointed parties.

If this plan were adopted on the London, 
Birmingham, and Liverpool road, the latter place, which is upwards of 
200 miles from the metropolis, might be reached in something less than 
three hours and a half. 

AccipeNnt To THE Works or THE NortH Unton Ratnway.—Aboat 
noon, ‘on Sunday last, the large culvert over the Yarrow, with the super- 
incumbent earth the height of seventy feet, suddenly gave way. The 
structure had been loaded with great vare, and the road over had beett 
completed. The course of the river was stopped, but.the weight of water 
was inconsiderable till the heavy rains which fell on Monday and Tuesday, 
These had caused a great accumnlation of water. The accident occurred 
without any warning, nor has the cause been distinctly ascertained. The 
officers of the company were quickly on the spot, and by the unremitting 
exertions of a numerous body of workm<.n, a partial passage for the river 
was opened on Tuesday. On Thursday morning at ten o’clock, the engi- 
neer in chief, with, we are informed, between three and four hundred 
workmen, were actively engaged in cutting a channel, and if the -veather 
continued fine the water was expected to be cleared cffin twenty-four 
hours. When thisvis done, immediate measures are to be taken for re- 
pairing the injury.

save by it upwards of 6000/. a year, by substituting coals for coke, which, 
they are at present compelled to use in order to‘dispense with smokes: 
In-marine or land boilers the saving must also be enormous, by i 
those dense clouds ‘of smoke which, in ordinary cases, are suffered: ta 
escape at the chimney tops, thus rendering available the vast accumula- 
tion of carbon which it contains.

It occasionally falls to our lot, as public Journalists, to give in- 
sertion and publicity to sentiments and opinions, in the correctness 
of which we by nq means acquiesce—or of the fallacy of which, 
in some cases, we feel well assured, although consistently with the 
_impartial line of conduct which we have ever pursued, they ought 
not, nevertheless, to be excluded from our columns. 
In our publication of last week we may refer to a case in point, 

in the communication of a Camborne correspondent (arising out of 

a circumstance which occurred at a late meeting of the “ Kelle- 

werris Mining Company”), in which some very singular doctrines 

‘were propounded, as to the confidence which may be placed in 
the judgment given by practical men with reference to mining 
speculations—opinions which, should they be generally acted upon, 
would certainly be attended with the most deplorable results—and 
it is for this reason, and not from any importayce which we attach 
to the letter itself, that we are now induced to offer some remark® 
upon it. 
The writer observes (with great elegance, but with what justice we 
shall proceed to inquire), that “‘ it is all stuff to talk of talent in un- 
derground mining researches. I will defy ay man to give an uner- 
ring opinion as to what is, or what is not, a good speculation ; there- 
fore, the judgment of one man is, in my opinion, not much superior 
tothat of another.” He then proceeds, by way of confirmation— 
“‘ for how often have we known in Cornwall, that some of our best 
mines have been condemned by practical men, and vice versa.” After 
thus, by asummary process, invalidating the judgment of the practical 
mine agent, in which we, in our simplicity, have always been accus- 
tomed to place some degree of confidence, the writer continues— 
“* Give me the opinion of a clever underground working miner” — 
an opinion which, he states, to have the rare merit of being at all 
times attainable for a “‘ pint of gin toddy ;” recommending that 
the fee of “ three guineas” thus saved, be placed “to drive a fathom 
of ground, which, if productire, will be worthj more than fifty 
opinions, at three guineas each.” 

In proceeding to refute the opinions we have now quoted, it may 
be considered by some that we have undertaken a work of super- 
errogation—coming, however, as they do, from the county of Corn- 
wall—expressed with such an unwarranted degree of confidence» 
and, perhaps, apparently borne out to those unacquainted with the 
subject, by the well-known uncertainty of mining operations, we do 
feel that some remarks are called for on our part. All must be 
well acquainted, in common life, with what is called the “ penny 
wise and pound foolish” system; and most strongly would we 
deprecate the introduction of this principle into mining operations, 
where the sums expended are so large, and the,stake held by in- 
dividuals, in-‘many cases, so heavy. We would wish to expose the 
fallacy of any such absurd proceeding as that recommended by 
the writer, while jwe feel it but an act of justice to a most intelli- 
gent and highly respectable body of men—the practical mine agents 
—to place their services and judgment before the public in a proper 
point of view, and'to claim for them that estimation and confidence 
which we know from experience to be their due. 

Admitting that it is in most cases impossible for the most expe- 
rienced miner to give an “ unerring opinion” as to the results of 
mining speculations, it is perfectly evident that an opinion on this 
as on any other subject will be valuable, will approximate to the 
truth, and be deserving of confidence, exactly in proportion to the 
ability, the experience, and, we may also add, the integrity of the 
person from whom it proceeds. In the face of this plain and ac- 
knowledged truth, we can hardly conceive a more ridiculous non- 
sequitur than that at which the writer immediately arrives—that 

“* therefore, the judgment of one man is not much superior to that 
of another.” He might as well have argued, that since the most 
distinguished counsel frequently lose the causes they are engaged in, 
therefore Mr. Serjeant Wipe, or any of his learned brethren of the 
bar, are not much superior to any of the briefless barristers who crowd 
the courts of law. We need hardly say, the fallacy in one case 
is quite as glaring as in the other; and that talent and experience 
are no less valuable, or Jess likely to lead to successful results 
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worth more than fifty opinions, at three guineas each.” Surely, 


any discovery, even with the best management, and that without that 
desideratum, five hundred would, in all probability, be driven in 
vain—what, then, becomes of the important “#,” on which the 
argument depends, and which, in fact, indicates nothing more 
than the remotest chance, the barest possibility of success. 

The writer concludes by saying—* [f the correctness of what I 
have written be admitted, J] would ask, in what instance has Cap- 
tain VIVIAN, or any other mine agent, displayed so much ability ?” 
We believe the foregoing remarks will be considered a sufficient 
answer to this triumphant interrogatory; and “ if,” as we think 
has been pretty clearly shown, the reasoning on which this opinion 
is founded be totally erroneous, we conceive we are fully entitled to 
maintain the converse of the argument, and to claim, both for 
Captain Vivian (whose high character and well-known re- 
spectability needs no euloginm of ours), and for mine agents ge- 
nerally, that ‘‘ ability” whieh they are denied by the writer, al- 
though, in our opinion, so manifestly their due. 
In reference to the qualifications and wide range of experience 
required by the mine agent, and more especially those who under- 
take the difficult and responsible task of inspecting and reporting 
upon mines, we would direct attention to a letter signed a “ Cor- 
nish Miner,” which appears in another part of our columns. The 
writer proves, by a course of reasoning which we need not follow, 
that even a “clever underground working miner” is totally 
incompetent for a duty of this kind, which requires not only a bet- 
ter education, but what. ig even more important, a much wider 
scope for observation, and more comprehensive and enlarged views 
than can be at all expected from the class alluded to—the most 
“clever” of whom, it must be recollected, are generally selected 
for mine agents, the very class which the writer endeavours to de- 


preciate. 
We believe that a more fatal error can hardly be committed than 


in placing a low standard of excellence as regards the capabilities 
of mine agents, nor a greater absurdity be fallen into than to forego 
the benefit of their knowledge and experience for any trivial pe- 
cuniary consideration ; and it is with this feeling, and as an act of 
justice towards a body so able, so respectable, and so intelligent, 
as we have ever found them, that we have been induced to make 
the preceding observations, although we are aware that their cha- 
racter can suffer little from the lucubrations of an anonymous 


scribbler.

We are pleased to observe, that “a meeting of Lords, Adven- 
turers in tin mines, anéothers connected with the tin trade of the 
county of Cornwall,” has been invited to assemble at Truro, on the 
27th inst. (yesterday), tq. “consider the propriety of petitioning 
Parliament and the Duchy, that a remission of the Duchy duty on 
tin may form a part of the arrangement her Majesty’s future 
revenue.” The reqiisitién is signed by several highly respectable 
parties interested in the tin mines of Cornwall; and the subject 
alluded to will, no doubt, have received that attention from the 
meeting which its importance to the county deserves, and which 
are essential in an application so peculiar in its nature, and in- 
volving changes in a custem so long established. 
Of the results of the meeting we can as yet, of course, know 
nothing, and it would be premature to say much on the subject, 
before knowing what has transpired on that occasion, and what 
measures were resolved upon by the parties present. The subject 
is, however, of so much interest to a very ancient and important 
branch of our national mining industry, that we cannot forbear 
offering a few general remarks on the present occasion, as tending 
in some measure to advance the object of the petition, and place 
the proposed application in a proper point of view. 

The removal of what the requisitionists term, with some justice, 
a “ burdensome and partial tax,” from the produce of the Cornish 
tin mines, has long been considered a most desirable object by all 
who are connected with this department of mining; and at no 
period, perhaps, has the pressure arising from it been more 
severely felt than within the last twelvemonth, during which the 
tin trade has experiented, in a peculiar. degree, the depression 
which has almost laid prostrate the whole fabric of our mining 
industry. Under these circumstances, a petition of the above 
nature must possess considerable claim to the consideration of 
Government, nor could a more favourable time be chosen for 
bringing it forward than the present, when, at the commencement 
of a new reign, mwatly former arrangements, as regards the, 
revenue of the Sovereign, must necessarily undergo modification 
and revision. 0

HOT-BLAST. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin,—In the Supplement to the Mining Journal of the 21st inst., theté 
isa letter, signed ‘* W. Wood,” relative to paper of mine read: at the 
peeting of the Scientific Association at Bristol, giving an analysis of iron 
guelted by the cold and hot-blast, which I think it necessary to notice. 

|. [ must observe, in the first place, that I have no connection with any 
jon works whatever, whether conducted by the cold or the hot-blast. 
My experiments were made at the request of the Chemical Section of the 
British Association, with a view to throw light upon a subject which had 
yttracted a good deal of attention. Iwas only one of a conimittee of 
three or four ; I could examine only the Scotch irons, because living as I 
did at a great distance from Staffordshire and South Wales, and being 
ynacquainted with all the English iron masters, I could not conyeniently 
procure specimens; but I thought it not improbable that experiments 
might be made by the other members of the committee, and that thus we 
should have got information respecting English.and Welch iron. similar to 
what I communicated respecting Scotch iron—but this unfortunately was 
pot the case. 2. All the iron smelters in Scotland employ the hot-blast, 
so that it was impossible to procure specimens of cold-blast iron. All! 
the specimens of cold-blast iron (with one exception) which I analysed had 
been in my possession for a number of years. I had procured them from 
the Clyde and the Muir Kirk iron works, as specimens of the best cast- 
json, No. 1, ever made in these works. The specimens from the Clyde 
works were selected by Mr. Dunlop, the proprietor, with great care ; and 


the partners. I conceive, therefore, that these specimens (eight in num- 
ber) might be fairly compared With the best specimens of hot-blast iron, 
No. 1, that I could procure. 3. When I say that all the Scotch works 
use the hot-blast only, I ought to make one exception—the Carron works 
employs both the hot and the cold-blast. I wrote to the manager of the 
Carron company, and requested him to send me a specitiien of the best 
cast-iron, No. 1, made from the same ore, by the cold and by the hot- 
blast. He was polite enough to send me the specimens accomfingly. 
Now, the Carron works has the reputation of making iron of the best

In these specimens the hot-blast iron is about two per cent. poorer than 
the cold-blast, and the ratios that I have given are observable in them. 
4. The anomaly observable in the specimen of cold-blast iron from the 
Clyde works, viz., its containing 44 per cent. of alumina, is fully compen- 
sated by the almost total absence of alumina from two of the otherspecimene. 
The mean quantity, 1} per cent., is only one half per cent. more than 
was actually found in the cold-blast iron from Carron. 5. The analyses 
(nineteen in number) which I made on the hot and cold-blast Scotch cast- 
iron, No. 1, leave not the smallest doubt that hot-blast iron is purer than 
cold-blast iron. 1 had no opportunity of examining English and Welch 
cast-iron ; but if it should turn out that the hot-blast iron in England is 
Jess poor than in Scotland, I should not be surprised, because 1 under- 
stand that the English smelters are in the habit of mixing cinders with 
their ore, which is never done in Scotland.

A fair trial will here be given to the 
two processes, and I trust, through the kind instrumentality of a gentle- 
man interested in those works, that I shall be enebled to send you his opi- 
nions and the different results obtained by his experiments. 

My own opinion is that hot-blast iron will never benefit them much in 
the Welch coal-field—I mean on the north crop or Merthyr Tydfil side— 
as far as economy goes, I think they will find the loss in the conversion 
of the pig into malleable iron equal to the saving in the yield from the 
furnace. What may be the determination as to quality, time, and the re- 
sult of the great experiment now about to be fairly tried at Dewlais will

There cannot be a doubt but that the introduction of hot-blast gmong

It is owing to the skill and art of the 
practised miner that most of the valuable tin and copper mines in Cornwall 
have from time to time been discovered and worked, and not from freak of 
chance, as the Doctor would have us suppose. It has happened that mines 
which were condemned by practical miners have subsequently turned up 
well, and vice versa, but: the instances, comparatively speaking, are few 
and solitary. 

Iam not in the habit of dealing in pints of gin toddy, and Doctor 
‘* Quidam ”’ may be correct in saying that it would purchase the opinion 
of working miners ; be it so, still I deny that it is true that a working 
miner’s judgment is to be preferred to that of a practical mine agent. Ge- 
nerally speaking, the labouring miner, from his infancy, confines himself 
to some locality, and often to some particular kind of work—hence there 
are many tributers who scarcely ever worked on tutwork, and on the 
contrary, many a tutwork-man who scarcely ever worked on tribute— 
whereas the: skilful mine agent has a wider scope, a greater range of ac- 
tion, and is “frequently called from one district to another, thereby ac- 
quiring a knowledge of different localities, of which the working miner has 
little chance ; and an acquaintance with mineral veins, under all circum- 
stances, is absolutely indispensable, in order to the giving of a correct 
opinion upon the indications which they, may present. 

In granite districts the grey sulphuret of copper abounds more than in 
any other, though the yellow is also found in greatabundance. In green- 
stone and slaty schist (the killas of the miner) the yellow sulphuret of 
copper is the most abundant, but occasionally bunches of the grey occur. 
In the copper lodes or veins in the mining districts of Camborne, Illo- 
gan, Redruth, and Gwennap, fluor spar (fluate of lime) is met with in 
great quantities ; and this circumstauce is reckoned a most favourable 
symptom, in fact it is almost always accompanied by a course of ore ; but 
in the St. Austell, St. Blazey, and Tywardreath copper mining districts, 
although the lodes have been amazingly prodiictive, I believe that mi- 
neral (fluor) has never been seen; again, in the copper veins first al- 
luded to, tin (more or less) has been occasionally found. In the last- 
mentioned, I apprehend, the presence of tin has never been detected,’ not- 
withstanding veins.containing that metal are numerous in the immediate 
neighbourhood. Aind again, in reference to tin veins, in some situations 
they are fouind to abound in iron pyrites (mundic of the miner), which is 
considered’ of first-rate importance ; in other places, however, it is very 
rare, notwithstanding the lodes are exceedingly rich and productive of tin. 
From thosereireumstances, I contend that mine agents’ having such a 
range as I have described, are the only persons competent to form a cor- 
rect judgment upon the appearances of mineral deposits; and in so doing, 
I beg to assure you, Mr. Editor, that not being an inspecting agent of 
different mines, I can have no interested motive. 

I shall not stay to inquire whether three guineas is more than a sufficient 
remuneration for the trouble of inspecting a mine, and the unbiassed opi- 
nion of a mine agent qualified in every respect to give it, but merely re- 
mark, that fortunate indeed would it have been for hundreds, nay, thou- 
sands, had they so laid out that sum. In so doing, I take my leave of

It immediately occurred to me that this contrivance, or some such, 
woulu be applicable to the purpose ot giving light in mines, without the 
danger of explosion by a communication with fire.

pared with the contract entered into with the defendants, of 8084/., ang 
the present aekion was brought to recover that sum. 

The contract and various letters which passed between the parties wer 
then put ir. and read. 

A of witnesses, conversant with the business of iron manufi. 
tories, Were called-on the part of the plaintiffs, to prove that the defendants 
had not fulfilled the terms of the contract, inasmuch ag they had, contraty 
to the general custom, introduced cinder in the process of manufacturing, 
which made the iron more brittle, and, consequently, less valuable. 

n the part of the defendants, a greater number of witnesses were ex. 
amined, who, in their evidence, respectively asserted that if a quantity of 
rails made.of the best irom be ordered by one party of another, it would 
not be necessary, indeed it would be deviating from the general rule, to 
exclude the use of cinder to a certain extent, in the various processes 
which the metal goes through in the manufacturing. Some of the wit. 
nesses (all of them being practically acquainted with the business) stated 
that in all their experience they had never known the best fron, or indeéd 
any iron, to be manufactured without the addition of a dae proportion of 
cinder, and that it was absolutely necessary to the executing of “ any 
work ’’ to perfection and general satisfaction. 

The evidence was, it is almost needless to say, very conflicting and con. 
tradictory. 

After a lengthened reply from Mr. Sergeant Wiipr, the Learned Juncr 
summed up the case to thejury, saying that although along time had been 
oceupied in the trial of the case, and a more than ordinary number of wit- 
nesses examined, the point for their consideration was a very simple one 
—viz., whether or not, according to the testimony they had heard, they 
considered the terms of the agreement had been broken by the defendants 
om aecount of the introduetion of ‘ cinder into the charge ”’ during the 
process of manufacturing. If they (the jury) were of opinion that the 
contract had not’ been fulfilled ‘agreeable to the terms specified in the ten- 
der, they would find a verdict for the plaintiffs. If, on the contrary, 
they thought that the defendants were not justified in introducing any 
portion of cinder into the iron, and that the contract had been broken in 
consequence, they would find their verdict for the defendants. 

The jury retired, dnd at eight o’cloek returned with a verdict for tlie 
defendants.

add that a still greater increase has. taken place in. the trade of the port. 
In the quarter ending the 5th of October, 1834,. the number of vessels 
cleared for foreign ports with cargoes was 497 ; in 1835, 631; in 1836, 
837 ; and during the same period in 1837 no fewer than 1019, being an- 
increase of more than double in the short space of three years.— Newcastle 
Chronicle. 

Manvractures or Lancasntme.—Probably the largest entire room 
for manufacture in this county, and if so, in Europe, is that of Messrs. 

It is appropriated to the 
manufacture of woollens, and is 85 yards in length by 75 in width, and 12 
feet in height ; itis supported by 25.3 pillars, some of which also bear 
gearing; it has 65 large windows, and 253 skylights; 672 feet of steam 
piping’run through it, and about 2688 feet of shafting are at work. It 
contains, or will contain, 8 carding engines, probably the largest in this 
county; 8 gigantic slubbing frames ; 40 mules; 230 looms,, some for 
weaving prials, three in width; 450 gas jets; will be worked hy one 
engine of comparatively small power, and is surmounted by a funnel of 69 
yards and 2 feet.—Bolton Free Press. 

Temperance rs Miners —Captain Evans Lloyd'stated, at the St..Ni- 
cholas Témy erance Meeting, that the men who work in a ‘quarry near 
Snowden, in Wales, have. saved nearly 800 sovereigns a-month 
since they unanimously agreed to exclude strong drink from the quarry. 
He stated that in the island of Anglesey, out of a population of 50,000, 
11,000 had adopted the abstinence principle.— Welsh Paper. 

Orrern or Coar.—Coal is supposed by some writers to be the remains 
of'antediluvian timber which floated in the waters of the deluge until 
several mineral strata had been formed; others conceive it to be antedilu- 
vian peat bog. It was used in Englafid anterior to the reign of Henry 
III. ; for that monarch, in 1234, renewed a charter granted by his father 
to the inhabitants of Newcastle, by which they, were permitted to dig cod 
on the payment of 1007. per annum. Coals. had been. introduced: into 
London before 1306, for in that.year the use of them as fuel had been 
prohibited, from the supposed-ten , of their smoke to corrupt the air. 
About the beginning of the sixteenth century. the best.coals were sold in 
London at the rate of 4s.
